The Apple Aphis or plant louse i i 
the insect which causes the leaves to 
curl in the early part of the summer. 
By living under the leaves and pierc­ 
ing th*mi with its beak and poisoning 
the tissues I efore sucking 
out 
the 
'modified sap, it is able to produce 
a 
deformity resulting in curie*! leaves. 
Most apple grow ers are desirous of 
attacking it at th a t time, but ow ing' 
to the curled leaves it is impossible 
to reach it by any kind of insecticide. 
The proper thing to do i3 to under­ 
stand its habits and treat it with th** 
proper 
spray 
material 
when it is 
most exposed. 


During the winter it is in the form 
of a black shiny egg near the tips of 
tho twigs, where it remains exposed, 
retaining its vitality during the col*!- 
est of weather. About the time tho 
buds burst tho young hatch from th* 
eggs an*! commence to feed on the 
young leaves, causing them to become 
deformed. In the early part of the 
sum m er the Apple Aphis produces a 
winged brood, and flics to the routs of 
grasses and there feeds during the 
dry, hot w eather of summer. In the 
early fall they develop another brood 
with wings, and fly to the apple leaves 
and there hear young, which, in turn, 
lay eggs on the twigs shortly befur* 
the time for the leaves to droll. 


It is thus to be seen that in th** fall 
the young Apple Aphis is to lie found 
on the underside of the 
old leaves, 
feeding, growing, 
and preparing to 
lay its eggs on the twigs. As it La 
not been long en these leaves and does 
not curl them by its 
attacks 
upon 
them, it is possible to reach the pests 
there by a spray liquid. This can be 
lone a t this time of year, as 
the 
leaves are quite hardy and not easily 
injured, and also no injury would b< 
inflicted on the tree by dam age to the 
leaves, which are almost ready to fall. 
The proper thing for apple growers 
to do, in order to escape the devas­ 
tating effects of the Apple Aphis, is to 
look a l the underside 
of the 
apple 
’eaves this fall and see if the aphis 
or plant lice are present. If so, spray 
thoroughly at once with one pound oi 
whale oil 
soap in 
five 
gallons 
of 


ah ter, or with ten per cent, kerosene 
emulsion, or with a very strong tobac­ 
co decoction, or with two gallons ol 
strong or concentrated lime-sulphur 
solution in fifty gallons of water. The 
latter is the cheapest, and will 
be 
found efficient. It is necessary at this 
>articular 
spraying 
to be sure 
to 
strike the underside of the leaves, as 
these are the parts infest 'd at th 
time of y e a r..

direct dealing between farmer and 
consumer, said David Labia, delegate 
of the United Slates to Hie Internation­ 
al Institute of Agriculture at Home, 
Italy, in a forceful speech before a 
number of business men and market 
experts In Philadelphia the other day. 
“ Direct Dealing Between Producer 
and Consumer'’ was the subject of the 
addiess. 
The plan, as outlined by Mr. 
Lubin, proposes to save time, labor 
aud money by utilization of the I Far­ 
e d poet service. 
“ In a speech delivered some years 
ugo,” said Mr. Lubin. “ I said there was 
oue nation in the world which, lf put 
to stress, would stand against a n o th e r 
powers, and that country was G er­ 
many. 
The secret of ber power lay iu 
her agrarian system, by which the in­ 
terests of the furuler were conserved. 
I said, too, th a t the weakest nation 
from tho point of view of agricultural 
policy was the United States. 


Farm ers Given Numbers. 
“ In brief the German system is this; 
A farmer comes to a certain bureau 
aud registers. 
His name no longer 
matters. 
He is given a numtier, say 
No. 40. 
The products which he sell* 
are listed (a) for eggs. <b> for chick­ 
ens, with the prices he w ants for 
them. 
To this bureau the housewife 
cornea and orders what she w ants at 


the stipulated price.

up the quality of the products he wends 
or else bis customers will quickly turn

They reasoned that 
the farm er is the natural conservative 
and balance wheel of a nation and 
that as long as bls table is supplied 
and lie is contented the Radicals and 
Socialists might talk as much as they 
liked. 
“A way presents Itself for the build­ 
ing up of the proposed service on effec­ 
tive economic lines. 
T hat would be 
the appointment of n federal commis­ 
sion to take the m atter up. the corn-, 
mission to obtain the testimony of 
farmers 
and 
consumers, 
devise 
a 
working system, and for a time have 
the guidance of its operation.” 


Pittsburgh Starts Plan. 
Following the lecture was a general 
discussion, the prevailing opinion be­ 
ing that tile plan proposed by Mr. Lu­ 
bin had ninny desirable feeures and 
that something would have to be done 
to remedy the prevailing m arket situa­ 
tion. 
Dr. Joseph Krauskopf, who followed 
Mr. Lubin. deplored the present condi­ 
tions of city life, with crowding In 
slums.
